The executive of the Alberta -Temper- 
ince and Moral Reform League held a

executive for discussion, They favored 
requesting tha government to fix the

Rev. Mr Fortune was then called upon 
to address the meeting on the questions 
under discussion, He spoke of the great 
necessity of having amendments to the 
present license law. He thought re- 
quests made to the government for 
amendments to the license law should 
be sane and reesonable ones, THe did 
not approve of the recommendation of 
the sub-committee regarding the amend: 
ment of the license law whereby the bars 
sould be closed each evening at ten 
o'clock. He thought the greatest ambuni 
of dvinking was done in the evenings be- 
tween the hours of eight and ten and hé 
did not think they would be getting swf- 
fivient in asking for ten o'clock closing, 
He believed that seven o’elock closing of 
bans would be a good step «but that it 
would meet with a great deal of opposi- 


tion, 
Mr. Fortune believed the ‘license law 
should be amended with regard to the 


granting of new licenses. Me objected 
to the fee charged for counter petitions 
yainst the granting of a license. 

Another amendment which he thought 
would be of value would be that of the 
wholesale liquor law, He thought the 
present day wholesale liquor law really 
allowed retail trade whereby people could 
buy pint and quart bottles of liquor, 
This was really retail trade 

Then again he believed the bar in ev- 
ery hotel should front on a thoroughfare 
He thought the law providing for thé 
Winds being raised and the bar lighted 
after hours was not sufficient unless the 
bar fronted on a thoroughfare where ev- 
eryone might see whether the law 
being observed, 

In conclusion Mr, Fortune 
members ef the executive t 
gether at this time and ask, for seven 
o'clock closing of hotel bars. This woald 
be in his Opinion one of the best acts

The first and most important resolu- 
tion to be discussed by the executive ia 
the evening was “Resolved that the goy- 
ernment asked to amend the license 
law to provide that the bars in hotels 
should be closed at the hour of ten 
o'clock at night.” 

Vield Secretary Vortuné moved an 
amendment that the government should 
he asked to amend the liquor license or- 
dinance so that the bars would close at 
seven o'clock in the evening 

\ long discussion followed, some of the 
mombers present being in favor of stay- 
ing with the seven o'clock movement, 
which they had asked for last year, un- 
til they got it, while others believed 
that it would be wiser to ask for some- 
thing they would be more ‘likely to get, 
and favoved the ten o'clock closing. The

JAP CABINET CHANGES, 


Throw Nation Into Something Like Poli- 
tical Panic. 


Tokio, Japan, Jan, 15.—Any accurate 
prediction concerning the probable life 
of Marquis Saienji's cabinet is Impor- 
sible. The inability of the government 
to avert a climax, and the resignations 
of the ministers of finance and communt- 
cation has created a situation approach- 
ing a political panic even though the 
best iniormed are unable to forecast the 
developments with any degree of certain- 
ty. The concensus of opinion is to the 
eflect that the present cabinet either 
with double portfelios or possible ad- 
ditions, filling the vacant -posts of the 
minister of interior and of justice will 
face the diet which opens on January 22. 
Efforts are being made to-day to fill 
these vacancies but there is difficulty 
in securing the consent of statesmen to 
acoopt the responsibility under existing 
cireumstances, The opposition and even 
friends of the government are apparent-

CANADA'S FLOUR, 
TRADE WITH JAPAN 


Difficulties Which Are in the Way—W 
T. R. Preston Gives Review of the 
Situation in the Far East, 


——e 


The problem surrounding the intro 
doction of Canadian whent and flow 
in the far east present several seriou 
phases for the careful cofisideration 
of the department. The personal in 
terests of the agricultural population 
of the west, and the great milling in 
tesests are more jmmediately, concern 
ef in this question, says W. T. R 
Preston in the report of the trade and 
commerce department, Neverthelesi 
the direct results that are certain to 
fiectue to all commercial interests it 
Canada, from the opening of the mar 
kets of the far enst to Canadian pro 
ducts, ate so evident, it may safels 
be said that the entire population of 
the Dominion cannot avoid regarding 
the question as of the greatest pos- 
sible importance. ‘The possession o, 
this eastern market for the cereal pro 
duets of Canada would mean the es 
tablishment of a national reputation 
for the Dominion in the enst, and 
would unquestionably create and fos 
ter inquiries for every character 0! 
Canadian produce that might find + 
market in Japan or Uhina, 

But the difficulties that have to b: 
overcome in the successful introduc 
tion of Canadian wheat and flour ir 
the east should not be minimized 
They certainly cannot be looked upor 
as insignificant. It is easy to say that 
the products of Canadian wheat are 
the best in the world, and that, in the 
course of time, these products are cer- 
tain to find a demand in Japan. That 
is quite true, but the probabilities are 
that the present generation will long 
have passed away before the Canadian 
cereal trade with Japan will increas 
to any comparatively significant ex- 
tent, considering the enormous possi- 
bilities, unless 

Very Special Efforts 

are exerted to secure a general appre- 
ciation of the excellence of the Can- 
adian products by the mass of the 
population in the east, The wheat 
and flour imports of Japan have in- 
creased more than eight hundred per 
cent. in ten years, and the trade is 
only in its iniancy, 

It should be remembered that it is 
only within a recent period that the | 
wheat and flour from western civiliza ! 
tion were introduced into this part ot | 
Asia. Previous to that time the staple 
atticles of food were supplied altogeth- 
er.by the products of eastern soils, | 
The time has been too short during ; 
which the taste of the great consum- ; 
ing millions of Asia could be educat- 
ed by the ordinary channels of com: | 
meree, to appreciate the difference be- 
tween the various qualities of the} 
whéat products of the western world. } 
Te the vast majority of the population 
“four is flour.” The overwhelming | 
bulk of the people do not understand j 
the. difference between a product of | 
wheat containing twenty per cent, 
1 gluten than the inferior quality. 
For their purposes the products of all 
wheats make “batter,” ‘‘paste’’ and 
“dough.’’ In their judgment the pro- 
duets of wheat stand in the same rela- 
tionship to the parent product as the 
pulverized product from various sizes 
of chestnuts, all of which render the 
“same grade of flour. That is the ex- 
tent of the general understanding of 
the wheat flour question among the | 
masses throughout eastern Asia. | 

This situation has consequently fur- 
nished the opportunity for flooding the | 
east with a quality of flour for cook- | 
ing purposes, regarding which there is, 
probably, no market in any other | 
part of the world. And the enter-

have been pushed into all the great 
distributing centres of trade, com- 
merce and population, and the jprices 
at which they are sold, forms the | 
basis for a serious problem in connec- 
tion with any efforts that may be 
made to successfully introduce, on a 
fnirly large seale, the better qualities 
of the products of wneat. " 

The fact that western Canadian 
wheat is. intrinsically better than the 
ordinary products of Australia, Wash- 
ington and-Oregon, enhances the vaiue 
of the Canadian product. So that, to 
begin with, the Canadian cereal com- 
mands a greater value at the point 
oi production, That it should also be 
quoted at a higher figure than the in- 
ferior grade thousands of miles from 
the scene of its growth need occasion 
no surprise. Merchants and traders 
here, as ¢lsewhere, naturally follow 
the line, of least resistance, it is, 
therefore, +more convenient to those 
engaged in the flour and grain trade | 
to actively push the lower grades of 
wheat products, than to waste time at- 
tempting to handle the more expensive 
and better qualities.

TRADE, OF BRITAIN. 
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Export Figures Show Large Declines 
In Manufacturers’ Wares. 


Montreal, Jan. 15.—A special Lon- 
don cable says: The official Board o: 
Trade returns afford striking evidences 
that the astounding three years’ boom 
is fast coming to an end. The in 
crease in December’s exports consist- 
ed almost entirely of coal, The ex 
ports of manufacturers show larg: 
declines in iron, steel and other met 
als, Taking the year 1907 as a whole 
the increase in exports was $250,000, 
000 of which about haif is estimatec 
as due to increased gueptities export 
ed, and the rest to increased price 
ot the raw materials original import. 
ed. The year’s exports also includ 
an increase of $53,000,000 in coul ex: 
ports. 

Canada’s purchase of British manu 
factures has undergone a remarkable 
expansion during the year. Of Brit 
ish cotton piece goods Canada bought 
in 1907, $2,750,000 worth or 50 per 
cent, more than in 1906, and in quan 
tity just double what was bought it 
1906, The increase for the year i: 
woollen piece goods is $900,000 
though in December worsteds showed 
a decrease, 

Exports of pig ivon shew an in 
crease of 57,000 tons during the year. 
and of $900,000 in value. Exports o’ 
galvanized «sheets increased nearly 
$500,000. Steel bars and sections de 
clined 17 per cent, in quantity, while 
the exports of tinned plates remain 
ed practically stationary, 

A startling item in British imports 
irom’ Canada is the decline of the but 
ter trade almost to the vanishing 
point. The whole year’s butter im- 
ports from Canada were 35,000 bun- 
dredweight, or one-sixth of the tote! 
imports for 1906 and one-ninth of the 
tetal in 1905, What Canada has lost 
in the butter trade, Denmark has 
gained, Cheese imported from Canada 
also declined a quarter million hun- 
dredweight and $3,000,000 in — value 
The. British cheesemaker apparently 
gained what the Canadian and other 
exporters lost. Eggs and tinned salm- 
on were only about one-half the

Before reaching the most vital point 
in the testimony, namely Genéral 
Stoessel’s motive in opening the ne- 
gotiations of capitulation, Bloessel is

A Colone| Surprised, 

Colonel Kviofstok, a member of Gen- 
eral Smirnoff’s staff. who participated 
in the negotiations, testified today 
that the Japanese conditions had been 
accepted without discussion, as there 
Was no time to consider individuaily 
the various points made. He said 
that he gained the impression that 
the parleyings were merely a cover to 
& pre-arranged surrender, and that 
when, to his amazement, he saw the 
white flag sent in, he asked the bear- 
er what was the purport of his mis- 


sion. He was told ‘to convey greet- 
ings of the New Year to General 
Nogi.”’ 


The testimony of the other officers 
was more favorable to Gen. Stoessel. 
Col. Goliztak, commander of the fort 
ealled the Eagle's Nest, maintained 
that the fall of this fort spelled the 
end of Port Arthur, as this position 
was the highest point of all the forti- 
fications and commended every other 
defence. 

The evidence brought out today in 


regard to the, final successes of the 
Japanese was doe to restore the 
good name of the Port Arthur garri- 
son, particularly with regard to the
